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COTTON INDUSTRY IN LANCASHIRE.

A change has come over the staple industry © 


of Lancashire during the past few months. 
To-day things have come to such a pass in the 
weaving section that manufacturers are more 
to stopa few weeks than to keep 
machinery fully employed. This state of ttaes 
has been going on for a couple ot months or 
so. All this year makers of piece goods who 
use bought yarn have been experiencing a 
narrower margin owing to the advancing ten. 
dency of yarn at a time when the supply of 
cop-twist and weft has been scarcely sufficient 
for the required consumption of the looms. 
Sellers of yarn have been enabled to obtain full 
quotations. Higher raw cotton has meant 
higher yard prices. In short, spinners have 
kept their margin of profit pretty well, regari- 


less of the narrowing margin of cloth pro- 


ducers. 

The cloth demand from the great consuming 
markets of the East has fallen uf, and orders 
have only been obtainable in comparatively 
small lots at prices not in keeping with yarn 
values. The result of it all is that to-day the 


loom section dependable on bought yarn is in 


a depressed state, and in numerous cases it is 


felt that the best policy under the circum- 
stances is to lessen the consamption of yarn 
by stopping and also the prodac- 

tion of cloth and so relieve the market. At 
Whitsuntide this year, when the looms are 
usualy idle for a few days, arrangements were 
made>in Blackburn and other districis to ex- 
tend the holidays several days. 

This did not assist the market, so steps are 
being taken in Barnley, which is a big manu- 
facturing district, to close down a whole fort- 
night before the middle of next month. This is 
looked upon as adrastic step, and it tells its 
own tale. There are 40,000 looms in that 
centre, and a forthnight’s stoppage means a re- 
duced consumption of yarn to the extent of 
nearly 8,000,000Ib. It is estimated that it 
would take fifty spinning mills of averaage size, 
say 100,000 spindles, to produce this weight 
in_a fortnight. The Accrington district, which 
has nearly 30,000 looms, is about to adopt 
some such policy as has been agreed upon in 
Barnley. Other towns are following suit, such 
as Bacup. 

Whilst all this short time is being worked 
in weaving, the spinning trade is fally employ- 
ed on yarn contracts entered into some months 
ago. Spinners to-day have a good margin of 
profit in most counts and qualities, on every 
pound of yarn they may sell. A feature is 
that the spinning /holidays are observed later 
on in the season. A matter of interest has been 
that the export demand for the Continent has 
strengthened the position of spinners lately. 
But for that large trade it is thought that 
spinners would have found their position by 


‘| now less satisfactory than a month or two ago. 


It almost seems, from what is going on, that 
yarn has seen its best days. There is sure to 
bea material lessening of consumption, and 
on the other hand spinners are bringing more 
yarn upon the market by the gradual starting 
of new mills. Spinners havea more perfect 
organization than the weaving employers, art 
it remains to be seen what steps the Federation 
of spinning employers will take as to running 
lessened time in case the weaving short time 
becomes widespread. It would not come as a 
surprise if the Federation, finding their margin

slipping away, stopped the spindles for a stated - 


period. It is probable that there will be a 
struggle between the spindles and the looms 
during the next three or four months. 

Trade generally, 80 far as the consumption 
of goods abroad is concerned, may be described 
as healthy. The higher prices will, no doubt, 
restrict operations, but customers abroad are 
on the whole floing very well, and the outlook 
in “India is not at all ansatisfactory.-For a 
couple of months past India bas bought very 
little cloth. She possesses large supplies, 
but dealers in Bombay and Calcutta have 
hesitated about following the higher course of 
valoes..Then she has awaited the monsoon 
rains. These rains, which have been expected 
for a week past, set in at Bombay on Wednes- 
day last, and if the downpour be general in 
the Dependency the crops will be assured, and 
business in piece goods with Lancashire will 
probably be immediately resumed, China is 
over supplied, but the stocks there are ranning 
down. Egypt and ‘Turkey, as well as South 
America, take largely from us. Indeed, daring 
the last few years they have increased their 
imports considerably. 

All is uncertainty as to the probable Ameri. 
can crop next seasOn, which commences on 
Aug. Ist. In the meanti is plenty of 
cotton to go round. If the American yield be 
as large as the last, then all will be well for 
the County Palatine, but if it should prove to 
bea small crop, as two years ago, then there 
will not beenough raw material to keep the 
spindles of the world ranning full time. -

LONDON OPINION. 


The “Statist” in commenting on the crisis 
in Egypt, draws attention to the country’s 
great prosperity aud remarks :'“‘It is a natural 
result of all this (prosperity) that speculation 
should have become rampant, that new comp- 
anies should have been mannfactared.on a 
rash scale, and that many of the new compa- 
nies should be bogus concerns. The banks, it 
is understood, have from the first set their 
faces against a large number of these new 
companies. Certain private bankers and_pri- 
vate capitalists have financed them ; but 
the great banks, Egyptian, British and 
French, have set their faces against them, 
ana it is believed that they have of late been 
putting pressure upon their customers to take 
insail. The result is a further fall and some 
failures. It has been alleged that some of these 
fuiliires will hit Paris -severely. We believe 
this is a mistake so far as the banks are con- 
cerned, the banks, as we have already said, 
having carefally refrained from financing all 
sorts’ of unsafe new compaines. But it is 
possible, of course, that speculators in Paris 
may have been hit, and it is also possible that 
private capitalists may have been hit. How- 
ever, so far.as we can understand, the losses 
will fallchiefly upon operators in Egypt itself.” 

The “Daily Telegraph,” of the 18th inat., in 
reviewing the state of the London Stock Ex. 
change for the week, says :- 

“While only a couple of insignificant failures 
have taken place in the Stock Exchange this 
week, further heavy losses, it is to be feared, 
have been incurred by many brokers, owing 
to financial difficulties in Egypt, which bave 
reacted on London through Paris. For some 
time back trouble -had been looked for, as the 
outcome of the land and bank speculation in 
Egypt, and its arrival should be no surprise. 
Apparently, however, two of the official agents

SUEZ CANAL COMPANY. 


The general. meeting of the Suez Canal 
shareholders adopted the report. presented on 
behalf of the council of administration by 
Prince Auguste d’Arenberg. 

Among the British members uf the council 
of administration present at the meeting were 
the Hon. Reginald Lister, Sir Austin Lee, 
Mr. H.T. Anstruther, General Sir John Ar- 
dagh, Lord Rathmore, Sir T. Sutherland, and 
Messrs. Green and Hughes. Mr. Donkin wrote 
regretting his absence owing to jllness. M. 
Lépine, Prefect of Police, who was appointed 
to the council of administration, was presented 
to the shareholders, 

Prince d’Arenberg, in addressing the meet- 
ing, surveyed the improvements introduced 
during the last ten years. He pointed out that 
since 1896 upwards of 36,000,000f.(£1,440,000) 
had been pent on widening and deepening 
the Suez Canal. The fine hospital of Port 
Said had been enlarged, and dispensaries had 
been established in connexion with that hos- 
pital and at Ismailia and at Port Tewfik, near 
Suez. At these institutions upwards of 120,000 
patients had received treatment, and more 
than 500,000 consultations had been given. 
All these improvements had been profitable, 
and the dividends, far from diminishing, had, 
on the contrary, increased. Alluding to the 
various rival canal schemes which periodically 
cropped up, Prince d’Arenberg pointed out 
that the company enjoyed by treaty a mono- 
poly of canal exploitation in the isthmus, and 
that consequently companies desirous of em- 
barking on a rival enterprise would be 
obliged to go throngh the Jordan Valley, 
where they would encounter »lmost insuper- 
able difficulties, 

A shareholder asked whether the council of 
administration was not afraid of the Panama 
Canal’s competing toa certain extent with the 
Suez Canal, 

Prince d’Arenberg replied that very little 
American tonnage passed through the Suez 
Canal. Personally be believed that the Panama 
Canal would not affect the traffic of the Suez 
Canal. The more new routes were opened to 
commerce the more would traffic be increased 
and the more would the company profit, 

On the motion of the council of adminis- 
tration the meeting unanimously ratified the 
appointment of the following new members of 
the council : — M. Lépine, Prefect of Police, 
in succession to the late M. Casimir Perier ; 
M. Denis Perouse, Inspector General of Roads 
and Bridges (retired), and formerly Director of 
Railways at the Ministry of Public Works, in 
suecession to the late M. Julien Lefebvre.

KASSALA DISTRICT. 


The Irrigation Service is still occupied at 
Kassala with the allotment of lands to agri- 
culturists, who are very keen about this matter 
this year, as they hope to be able to make up 
for their loases of the last year. Considerable 
damage was done to the cotton crop in the 
Kassala by field mice which ate the fresh bolls 
or destroyed them. The crop hardly amounted 
to one half of what was expected.

When we come together next year, we shall 
have to divide our profits among a larger 
share holding ; though there is no intention 
of any public issue of new capital, a convention 
has been entéred into with Messrs. Snares 
Fréres & Cie whereby 10,000 shares (jovissance 
Ist April 1907, are to be allotted to them in 
exchange for their land at Meadi and L. 75,000 
cash; and as ve wish to be absolutely fair 
both ta the new shareholders and the old, we 
judged it only right to disregard the tempta- 
tion of keeping monies already earned, however 
useful they may be in the present crisis, and 
to pay away to the old shareholders all the 
profits actnally éncashed up to the 31st March, 
the more so as sales already effected will, if 
payments are made to uson due date, enable 
us.to distribnte a substantial dividend again 
next year. 

Gentlemen, you all know the financial, crisis 
through which Egypt in common with every 
other country in Europe and America is now 
going through. How long the crisis will last 
nobody could tell ; but be it short or be it long, 
the end is bound to come and we will have a 
revival of confidence and active dealing in 
building lands. By this I do not mean to say 
that I look forward in the immediate future to 
a recurrence of the very high prices that were 
paid for last year for some saburban properties :

It is generally acknowledged 
thata road to Helouan is absolutely essential 
and must be made sooner or later, and I am 
therefore sanguine that the Government will 
not miss profiting by this opportunity of 
obtaining over 4 kilometres of this road made 
for nothing, as well as half the upkeep ofa 
further large section which this Company is 
ready to guarantee. Negotiations for electrify- 
ing’ the Cairo-Helouan Railways are well ad- 
vanced and when completed, our Meadi Eatate 
will certainly be enhanced in value.

INCREASING INFANT MORTALITY. 


Some remarkable statistics are given by 
our Cairo contemporary “Journal du Caire’ 
on the infant mortality of Cairo. According 
to this paper within a quarter of a centary 
the capital of Egypt will not contain one 
inhabitant. Needless to say the statistics given 
by our contemporary are based upon the 
figures recently given by the census and those 
of the statistical department for births and 
deaths. These are possibly equally  erro- 


neous, but at any rate it is obvious that the} 


deductions of our contemporary are absolutely 
ridiculous, be the cause what it may. 

Working upon the said basis the writer of 
the article, taking the bulletins from May 25 
to June 3, and from the 11th to the 17th June, 
finds that in the former period there were 
487 births and 837 deaths, and in the latter 
period 462 births and 738 deaths, According 
to such figures the deaths in the Capital are 
at least 14,400 more than births, and, taking 
the census Agures, viz 640,000, it only re- 
quires 44 yeare *o leave Cairo without a single 
inhabitant.

A SUMMER* RESORT FOR EGYPT.

The confplaint i is often made by Europeans 
iy ere that one of the great drawbacks of 
in this countr# is | that no change can be 
found in the spammer save what is obtainable at 
the cost of an expensive trip to Europe. Yet 
only a few hours distant lies one of the most 
beautiful islands in the Mediterranean, where 
all aa e of a fortnight’s visit need not 
exceed a si gee fare from Alexandria 

to Marseilles, N o mofe charming or convenient 
summer resort than Cyprus can be found for 
those who do not care to face the expense and 


| trouble’ of a trip to Europe. The sea journey 


only lasts a few hours and is invariably calm 
in thé summer months. 

The only. English company having a 
fre vent and regular service to Cyprus is the 
Asia Minor Steamship Company, which 
despatches a 8teamer from Alexandria direct to 
Cyprus every eight days. Only one whole day 
is spent at sea. The ports visited by the 
steamer are Limassol, Larnaca and Famagusta 
and there is time for passengers making the 
round trip to visit each. port. There is also a 
Greek line, the Limassol Steamship Company, 
running between Egypt and Cyprus. 

The pine-clad heights of Mount Troodos, 
over 6,400 feet above the sea, are specially 
adapted for « long stay, while a hurried visitor 
can spend a fortnight on the island, and, if he 
mAps out his tour, will find: that in scenery 
and antiquarian interest Cyprus can hold its 
own with any country on the shores of the 
Mediterranean. The sites of ity many ancient 
cities contain little of interest except to the 
archeologist, and scanty are the remains at 
Paphos and Salamis to tell of the glories of 
the. cities of Aphrodite and Pygmalion. The 
real charm of Cyprus is not classic but romantic 
and mediwval. The wonderful castles perched 
on mountain tops, the cathedrals and churches 
of the Crusaders and Lusignan Kings, the 
old walled cities of Famagusta and Nicosia, 
and the exquisite ruins of the Abbey of Bella 
Pais are filled with romantic mementoes ex- 
tending from the age of knight errantry and 
Richard Coeur de Lion, to the lastdays of 
the Oriental Empire of the Republic of Venice. 
The island is full of natural beauties. Along 
the northern coast the range of the Kyrenian 
mountains rans for over a hundred miles. 
Although their highest summit does not mach 
exceed 3,000 feet, as they rise from the level 
of the sea, they look of quite an imposing 
altitude and. they have all the pictures- 
que contours of the mountains ‘of Greece. 
Mount Troodos, the highest summit of 
the southern range, is the most delight- 
fulspotin the summer within a few hours 
journey from Egypt, and further to the west 
lies the beautiful region of the Paphos 
forest. There is only the line of railway 
running from Famagusta to Nicosiaand Morphou 
on the west coast, but theroads are excellentand 
perfectly adapted every where for carriages. But 
the best mode of seeing Cyprus is by means 
of a mule. Two mules, one for the tourist 
the other tor the mulateer and the luggage, 
only cost 5s. per day, The country is per- 
fectly safe to travel in and ladies can con- 
template a visit to Cypros without the 
slightest anxiety. It is possible to see all'the 
chief ‘sights in the island in eight days, and 
thus a hasty visit willadmit of the tourist 
gaining a good general impression of the 
isiaid and being back again in Alexandria in 
a tortnight. Within eight days it will be 
possible to see Famagusta and Nicosia, to 
rile to Kyrenia and visit the castle of Saint 
Hilarion and the abbey of Bella Pais, to make 
a days excursion to the castle of Buffavento 
and to ride to Troodos and thence to Nicosia. 
4 fortnight’s trip on the island will enable 
the tourist to visit the castle of Katitara trom 
Famagusta, and to stay two days at the beauti- 
fully situated monastery of Kykko, which 
¥ill enable him to make a day’s excursion to 
the Paphos forest while the time that remains 
before embarkation can be well spent on 
Mount Troodos. 


HOTELS LN CYPRUS. 


The hotels in Cypras have much improved 
daring the last few years and the accomodation 
is on the whole very fair, while they are 
generally clean and well-kept, although thes 
are, of course, of modest dimensions anil 
cannot be compared with Egypt. The charges 
are moderate and the cost for full board and 
lodging, with the exception of Mount Troodos 
which bas only a summer season, average about 
6a. per day. Even at Troodos for a long stay a 
married couple can be accomodated for 68. 6d, 
a day or £10 per month. 

There is excellent accomodation at Troodos 
for visitors. Mr, Najem Houry, the Army 
contractor, opened the Mount Olympus Hotel 
last year. It is beautifully situated and com- 
mands a magnificent view of the north of 
Cyprus. The hotel has twenty-two bedrooms, 
bat tourista, who prefer, can be lodged in tents, 
which is a favourite mode of living on the 
mountain. The hotel is very comfortable and 
serupolously clean and the charges for full 
hoard are from 6s. to 10s. per day. For long 
stays there are special terms. This is the only 
hotel on the mountain, but Miss Young, an 
English lady from Nicosia, accomodates visitors 
in her camp doring the sommer months under 
CANVBA. 

Mr. Najem Houry ‘ae owns the Savoy 
Hotel at Famagusta. It is situated on rising 
ground over-looking the sea and is near the 
English Clab and the Railway Station. It is 
obly patronised by Europeans and is quite 
comfortable Visitors landing at Famagusta, 
Larnaca or Limassol can have all their arran- 
gements for a trip to ‘Broodos made throngh 
Mr. Najem gee The Arménian Hotel at 
Nicosia is a Te and 


One of the places in the island, which all 
tuorists should visit, is Kyrenia owing to its 
proximity to the magnificent. remains of the 
Castle of Saint Hilarion and the monastery of 
Bella Pais. A new hotel, the Aktwon, has lately 
been bnilt there. It is right on ‘the sea and 
has a bathing establishment attached: 


BAHR EL GHAZAL 


The “Sadan Times” gives the following 
gist of an interview with a gentleman who 
has been in Bahr el Ghazal, anent the condi- 
tions of that vast province : 

“ Though nearer theequator than Khar- 
tom, the heat there is not more intense, 
and the nights are always cool, sometimes 
cold. "Phe‘country is thickly wooded and the 
ground is covered with grass. ‘The atmosphere 
is therefore clear on aOnOEEE the absence 
of dust. 

The ‘rainy season pare about 8 months, 
during which, though the rain falls at fre- 
quent intervals, it rarely lasts more than one 
or two hours. During the dry season, the 
ground remains cpvered with green grass. 

The soil is suitable for the cultivation of 
all products that are raised in other parts 
of the country.. Vegetables, such as potatoes, 
tomatoes, peas, etc, ‘have been tried 
and thrived admirably. Sugar cane and ba- 


nanas, if cultivated there, may become profit- 


able industries. 

Cotton may.be successfully planted. Several 
plants were seen, probably descended from 
seeds brought during the former occupation 
of the country by the Government. The staple 
is short, but the bolls are as soft as silk, and 
if proper, care is taken, * there is every n 
to believe that cotton can be’cultivated wi 
profit :—especially as no artificial irrigation is 
required, the rainy season of eight months 
being amply sufficient. 

The climate is not bad. A fair attention to 
the plain rules of health enables one to avoid 
ang serions illness. Indeed one may live there 
several years without contracting any sickness. 
Among the most efficient means for preserving 
good health are daily warm baths and physi- 
cal exercise or manual labour. Tiresome labour, 
however, should be avoided daring the hottest 
part of the day, or in the sun. The weather 
changes suddenly and precautions must be 
taken against the sudden changes. 

The natives are usually strongly built. 
Their muscles are well<leveloped like those of 
athletes. This is attributed mainly to their 
simple mode of life and their indulgence in 
dancing. To most of the men, this is the only 
form of exercise they have, as they do no 
bodily labour, relegating the cultivation on the 
fields and the carrying of burdens and similar 
hard work to the women. 7 

Malaria is prevalent in the swamps, but is 
rather scarce in Meridi and its neighbourhood. 
Gigger-worms are perhaps the worst pest; but 
they can be easily avoided by cleanliness and 
by never walking barefooted. 

The main obstacles in the way of the devel- 
opment of those regions at present are due to 
the difficulty of communications and the 
absence of good roads. But the efforts that the 
Government is putting forth to improve the 
roads, raise the hopes that before long that 
part of the Sudan will not be behind the rest 
of the country in its march towards civilization 
aud prosperity.
